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HITLER WON'T GIVE 
WELLES ANY PEAGE 
PLAN, NAZIS SA 


May Study Others’ Propos- 
als, but With Idea That 
Reich Must Have Living 
Space and Old Colonies. 


NO OFFICIAL PARTY 
FOR U. S. EMISSARY 


Functions to Be More or 
Less Improvised After

BERLIN, Feb. 29 (AP).—When 
United States Undersecretary of 
State Sumner Welles arrives here 
tomorrow morning he will find of- 
ficial Germany determined to fight 
England and France until it has 
guarantees both that the Western 
Powers will not interfere with Ger- 
many’s lebensraum—living space— 


and that the last remaini-- 
Wrong“ of the Versailles Treaty, 
loss of German colonies, be “right- 
ed.”

Reason - Kermit Roosevelt 
Was Picked for Finnish Post 


American War Veteran 
Chosen to Head Volun- 
teers so as Not to Inter- 
fere With British War 
Effort. 


LONDON, Feb. 29 (AP).—Fifty- 
year-old Kermit Roosevelt, who is 
casting his lot with Finland rather 
than wait longer for action on the 
Western front, needed only the for- 
mal nod of the British War Office 
today to be off for the North in 
command of an international vol- 
unteer brigade. a 
The lively son of T. R.,“ who 
won a medal with the British 
forees before the United States en- 
tered the last war, expected to re- 
ceive permission before the end of 
the day to resign his major’s com- 
mission in the British army, which 
he joined in the early weeks of 
this war. 

An official of the Finnish Aid 
Bureau, which is handling the ap- 
plications of several thousand vol- 
unteers, said Roosevelt had been 
chosen to command men from this 
country “because it is felt in Fin- 
land that the choice of an Amer- 
ican will not interfere with Brit- 
ain’s war effort.” 
The Finnish official added, 
“Maj. Roosevelt's record in the last 
war and his exploits as an explorer 
in Tibet, India and China are qual- 
ifications which suit him for this 
post.” | 

British newspapers prominently 


played up the selecti¢n, emphasiz- 
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ing that Kermit is a relative of 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
but few noted the fact that he is 
a Republican. 

An advance party of volunteers 
is on the way to Finland to ar- 
range for the hundreds that are to 
follow. 

The British Trades Union Con- 
gress has voted $4000 to buy cloth- 
ing, food and medicine for the 
Finns, and has appealed to the 
public to give more.

“The German people are perfect- 
ly aware that in this conflict of 
arms between themselves and West- 
ern plutocracy life and death are 
at stake. Evasion is no longer pos- 
gible.” 

In other words, Fuehrer Hitler is 
in no mood to offer Welles any 
peace plan. 

May Study Others’ Plans. 

If others have any plan, informed 
circ'es intimated, Hitler is willing 
to consider it, but always from 
the viewpoint that Britain must 
renounce all claims or intentions 
to interfere with Germany on the 
European continent besides “dis- 
gorging“ what Germany believes to 
be property unlawfully annexed 
from Germany—its colonies. 

Some authorized commentators 
even went so far as to claim that 
mere renunciation by England is 
not enough—Britain and France 
must give guarantees that Ger- 
many will not be interfered with 
every quarter century. 


He Will. Reach Nazi Capital 
Tomorrow—Cheered by 
1000 at Zurich. 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Feb. 29 
(AP).—United States Undersecre- 
tary of State Sumner Welles left 
Zurich at 4:07 p. m. today for Ber- 
lin to continue his fact-finding tour 
for President Roosevelt. He is due 
to reach Berlin at 9:30 a. m. to- 
morrow for conferences with Adolf 
Hitler and other German leaders. 

Leland Harrison, United States 
Minister to Berne, the German 
Consul-General at Zurich and 
nearly 1000 Swiss cheered him on 
his departure. Special Zurich po- 
lice guarded him. 

A French journalist who asked 
Welles “whether you think any- 


Welles insists on paying his own 
bills during his sojourn in Ger- 
mafiy, authorized sources intimat- 
ed. They made a fine distinction 
between visiting statesmen who 
come on invitation and those who 
announce their coming. 

Invited guests are housed in Ger- 
many's new guest house, the Belle- 
vue Palace, which was first visit- 
ed by Prince Paul of Yugoslavia 
last summer. Welles at his own 
request will live at the Adlon Ho- 
tel, three doors from the American 
embassy. 

Only a Private Courtesy. 

For invited guests state banquets 
are arranged. It was distinctly 
pointed out, however, that what- 
ever hospitality may be shown 
Welles—there is talk of a lunch- 
eon or dinner by both Foreign Min- 
ister Joachim von Ribbentrop and 
Field Marshal Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering—will be in the nature of 
“private courtesy” and will be more 


or less improvised after the Amer-| 


ican’s arrival. He will reach here 
at 9:32 a. m. tomorrow. 

German officialdom understands 
fully and appreciates that Welles 
desires during his European trip 
to avoid even the semblance of his 
being under obligations toward any 
any of the nations visited. Also 
it is appreciated that he is coming 
strictly on business. 

The German press has been fond 
of poking fun at British statesmen 
visiting the French front and in- 
variably being entertained lavishly. 
Germany takes Welles at his word 
that he is coming solely to inform 
himself on behalf of President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State 
Hull, and therefore they neither 
expect him or the Fuehrer to pro- 
pose any peace plan nor wil] they 
be disappointed if he austerely re- 
frains from converting a journey 
of information into a social junket. 

Self-Sufficiency Demanded. 

Germany must stick to economic 
autarchy—self-sufficiency—so long 
as Britain controls German over- 
seas trade lanes, Nazis said in an- 
gwering Secretary Hull. 

Authorized sources said Hull’s 
aim that the end of the war should 
bring the end of autarchy, regi- 
mentation and totalitarianism 
would be impogsible for Germany 
while Britain was in a position to 
choke off German trade, especially 
the access to raw materials. 

With an evident reference to 
Welles, the Frankfurter Zeitung 
said that “whoever looks around 
Europe will find a front of au- 
tarchist reality.” 

That front is bound by determina- 
tion to shake off “the Anglo-Saxon 
yoke,” the newspaper said. 

Not “Puppet of 

Nazi sources described regiment- 
ed economic life as neither the 
choice system nor an end in itself 
but as a necessary means toward 
independence by reducing imports 
to the point where a nation’s “econ- 
omy no longer is forced to be a 
puppet of monopolists.” 

“None of the rebels ever again 
will agree that individual nations 
use their liberal formulas 
with an alliance of monopolies and 
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thing in Europe will be changed 
by your visit” received the reply: 
“To that I certainly have no com- 
ment.“ 

Welles had conferred with Harri 
son before sending a report to 
Washington on his conversations 
with Italian leaders at Rome, then 
setting out for Berlin. 

Remaining there until Sunday or 
Monday, he will visit Paris and 
London, avoiding the hostile Ger- 
man-French border by detouring 
through Switzerland again.

FINNS PLANT MINES

All noncombatants have been 
withdrawn from the village of Sak- 
kijarvi, 25 miles west of Viipuri and 
presumably the immediate objec- 
tive of any Russian drive across 
the ice and from other villages on 
the west coast of the bay.

MOSCOW, Feb. 29 (AP).—The

of six more Finnish towns that

Finnish forces continued to re 
treat after futile counter-attacks 
that cost them heavy losses, said 
the Soviet communique.

PARIS, Feb. 29 (AP).—Adopting

Finance Minister Paul Reynaud 
in a radio speech to the nation ex- 
plaining decrees adopted by the 
Cabinet said that although France 
was holding its own financially it 
was “slipping” in other phases of 
its national economy. 

The reason, he said, was because 
France is producing less and “con- 
suming as much as before the war“ 
and even more of some products. 


To Revalue Gold, 

Reynaud declared that the gold 
stock of the Bank of France would 
be revalued. He failed to state ex- 
actly on what basis this would be 
done, but said it would be on the 
current basis of foreign exchange 
since the revaluation of November, 
1938, had been inferior to its (the 
gold’s) real value.” 

He said that the franc would 
have the same value tomorrow as 
yesterday and that advances from 
the Bank of France to the Treas- 
ury would remain the same, This 
indicated that undisclosed paper 
profits from revaluation would be 
used to reduce the present ad- 
vances, leaving a margin for new 
loans. 

Cake and pastry shops will be 
closed three days a week and sale 
of alcoholic drinks placed under 
similar limitations, Reynaud dis- 
closed, 

Another measure will allow duty- 
free importation of agricultural 
machines and parts in an effort 
to speed farm production. 


Vicious Economic Circle.

The Cabinet, meeting under Pres- 
ident Albert Lebrun, approved the 
institution of food ration cards, 
lower quality bread and generally 
reduced consumption, accompanied 
by measures to increase produc- 
tion, in order to shoulder the bur- 
den of the war. 

Great Britain and Germany al- 
ready have rationing systems. 

France also took steps to put 
women into its munitions plants 
and release the men for the vital 
work of farming. 

It was estimated 280,000 women 
already are engaged in the highly 
dangerous work of mixing gun- 
powder and making bullets and la- 
boring on the assembly lines of av- 
iation plants. 

- 10 Sets of Decrees. 

There are 10 sets of decrees in 
all. 
Before the Cabinet session the 
Chamber of Deputies began a 
week’s debate on French agricul- 
tural policies. Some speakers 
termed the wheat situation “crit- 
ical” because of Government med- 
dling and demanded release of men 
in military service in order to as- 
sure spring planting to provide 
food for the nation. 

The Government already has re- 
quisitioned all farmers to hold 
them to the soil for maintenance 
of farm production. 

As the Cabinet met, Paris stu- 
dents pushed wheelbarrows loaded 
with scrap iron to the pantheon, 
burial places of French heroes and 
deposited it as a contribution to 
French war resources. 

A communique issued after a 45- 
minute Cabinet meeting this after- 
noon announced only the titles of 
the decrees.

figures.” 
Fear of Neighborhood Gossip. 


Hetzel testified that he could 


“understand this fear” that data on 
income might become the subject 
of neighborhood gossip if census 
takers disclosed the information 
they gathered, “but I believe it is 
the duty of the Census Bureau to 


prevent that.” 
“Do you think they can?” asked 


N. Senator White (Rep.), Maine, sub- 
committee chairman. 


J think they can,“ Hetzel said. 

“Then you've got more faith than 
I have,” said White. 

Dr. Willard L. Thorp, economic 
adviser of the Commerce Depart- 
ment, told the committee the ques- 
tions about personal income repre- 
sented a potential key to the solu- 
tion of American unemployment. 

“An adequate picture of the ex- 
tent and duration of unemploy- 
ment,” the economist said, “cannot 
be shown without information on 
income. Any statistics of unem- 
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go much further than giving sim- 
ply the number of those who have 
no employment whatever. 

Those Inadequately Employed. 

At is necessary, in addition, to 
have some measure of the extent 
of the earnings of those not com- 
pletely unemployed but neverthe- 
less very inadequately employed. 
In fact, unemployment is a prob- 
lem primarily because it means in- 
atequate income to the family con- 
cerned,” 

‘ Thorp said the proposed census 
questions would call for the 
amount of “movey wages or salary 
received” during 1939 up to $ 
Persons who earned more than that 
would be permitted to reply “more 
than $5000” without further detail. 
Thorp noted that nothing was 
asked about money received from 
business profits, interest, dividends, 
rents or other non-wage income. 

Thorp said misunderstanding of 
the income questions caused “much 
of the protest” against them. As 
an example, he said, widows and 
farmers would not have to disclos:; 
any of their income in reply to the 
question about amount of wages, 
because, generally speaking, they 
earn no wages. 

Their reply to the question 
whether they received $50 or more 
aside from wages or salary, Thorp 
said, could be merely a “yes.” 

“We are more disturbed about the 
protests against the census than 
Senator Tobey,” Thorp continued, 
“because if people make it diffi- 
cult to obtain answers they might 
even discredit the entire undertak- 
ing.” 1 

Eight Minutes Is Estimate. 

He estimated the average person 
would need only about eight min- 
utes to answer questions. 

Senator White retorted that it 
would take more than eight min- 
utes in my country to get in the 
front door.” 

The time estimate, Thorp said, 
was based on a test census conduct- 


jed in South Bend, Ind., last sum- 


mer. 

The people there, he added, were 
willing to answer, “but if an 
enumerator has to debate the Bill 
of Rights with every citizen before 
obtaining replies, it will take con- 
siderably longer than eight min- 
utes.”

AMSTERDAM, Feb. 29 (AP).—

The significance of the troop 
movements was not clear, but there 
were indications that the Germans 
were taking advantage of the break 
in the prolonged clear weather to 
push their never-ending job of 
strengthening their Westwall for- 
tifications. 

Reports from Eupen, Belgium, 
told of a visit of high German army 
authorities to inspect military 
works and augmented labor camps 
across the frontier. 

From Luxembourg came reports 
of greater activity in the Moselle 
Valley. With the coming of milder 
weather, new barracks are said to 
be springing up almost overnight. 

It also is believed that some of 
the shelters which could not be 
lived in in the recent severe cold 
weather are being reoccupied. 
Across The Netherlands frontier 
work is continuing on military 
projects carefully shielded from 
inspection. While the extent of 
these operations is not known, they 
have not reached the elaborate 
scale of the Siegfied .ine fortifica- 
tions, which extend to The Nether- 
lands border. 

The frontiers remain open. Bel- 
gian and Netherlands workers con- 
tinue commuting to work in Ger- 
man industrics.

Up to the present time Sweden 
has given Finland about $25,000,000 
in cash and about $70,000,000 in 
munitions, airplanes, foodstuffs and 
other vital war supplies. It has 
furnished, for example, hundreds of 
up-to-date anti-tank guns that 
have been highly effective in hold- 
ing up the Russian advance. 

Most of this aid has gone by wa- 
ter from Swedish ports. If by Ger- 
man action in the Baltic thé ship 
lanes were closed—and this would 
be a comparatively simple opera- 
tion for the Nazis—the only line of 
communication would be the single- 
track railroad to the north through 
Haparanda and Tornio, along the 
Gulf of Bothnia. It would be im- 
possible, in the Swedish view, to 
move any substantial quantity of 
supplies or any considerable num- 
ber of troops along this line, par- 
ticularly since it would be under 
attack by Russian bombers, and 
perhaps also by Nazi airmen. 

Another factor is the degree of 
aid which might be expected to 
come from British and French 
sources should Sweden enter the 
war. The Swedes believe that the 
Allies would not be able to send 
very much more help than has been 
sent to Finland. This, in relation 
to need at any rate, is negligible. 
The Swedes realize, of course, that 
it is to the interest of the Allies to 


spread the war into Scandinavia 
and a considerable faction in Great 
Britain has been working to that 
end. 

Aid in Only Way Possible. | 

Convinced there is no way out 
of the present tragic dilemma, the 
Swedes are sensitive to criticism in 
this country that they are failing 
Finland. They insist they are giv- 
ing aid in the only way possible and 
in substantial amounts. More than 
10,000 volunteers are fighting in 
Finland today and others are on 
the way. This is in addition to 
many thousand non-combatant vol- 
unteer workers who have gone to 
Finland to carry on the peace-time 
jobs of Finns in the front line. Even 
granted the vital self-interest, it is 
amazing that a country with a pop- 
ulation of 6,000,000 should have 
given upwards of $100,000,000 to the 
beleaguered Finns.

In co unity activities, Miss 
Goodykoontz added, many teachers 
gave most time to leading imma- 
ture groups such as Boy Scouts 
and Girl Scouts, and to neglect ac- 
tivities which would increase their 
“all-round understanding of public 
affairs.“ They were well informed 
“in the field of conventionalized 
and historical knowledge,” but “rel- 
atively weak when it comes to an 
understanding of vital contempo- 
rary issues.” 

The personality of the teacher 
was important, Miss Goodykoontz 
said, because the problems of con- 
ducting classes depend for their 
solution upon instructors with “re- 
sources of scholarship, apprecia- 
tion and wide interest, who under- 
stand children and enjoy watching 
them grow,” and who “have the re- 
sourcefulness to work out new ways 
for those countless spots for which 
refining processes are needed.”

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150,000 Employes of General 
Motors Eligible to Take Part 
in Bargaining Election, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (AP).— 
Preparations for the largest indus- 
trial election ever ordered in the 
United States, a vote among 150,000 
employes of the General Motors 
Corporation, were made :t@day by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board. : 

The board ordered last night that 
the election to choose workers’ rep- 
resentatives for collective bargain- 
ing be conducted “as soon as prac- 
ticable” in 59 plants of the com- 
pany in 11 states. In 58 plants, the 
main choice will be between rival 
AFL and CIO units of the United 
Automobile Workers of America. 

The order was based on an agree- 
ment reached Feb, 13 among the 
contending unions and the corpora- 
tion. Each nation said it repre- 


jsented a majority of the employes 


in its unit. 

Under the agreement, pattern 
makers in 10 plants will choose 
between an AFL craft union and 
the CIO-UAW or no union. In two 
of these plants, die sinkers will 
choose between two craft unions 
and the CIO or neither. 

In 58 plants, including nine of 
the 10 above, there will be plant- 
wide votes on tha CIO and AFL. 
If the pattern makers and die sink- 
ers vote for the craft unions they 
will constitute bargaining units in 
themselves. If they vote for the 
CIO and a majority of all other 
workers in the respective plants 
vote for CIO, they will be merged 
into plantwide units. 

All parties agreed that a plant 
or localized group of buildings 
should constitute a bargaining unit, 
but the company said it would ne- 
gotiate collectively with the offi- 
cers of any international union for 
all the units which it was certified 
to represent, 

After the 2887 General Motors 
strikes and .before the AFL-CIO 
split in the UAW, contracts were 
signed with several units. Those 
agreements begin expiring in April. 

The factories at which elections 
will be held include Chevrolet 
plants at St. Louis and Kansas 
City, radiator plants at St. Louis, 
and Fisher body plants at St. Louis 
and Kansas City. 


NEWSPAPER GUILD BRIEF 
REPLIES TO PUBLISHERS 


Opposes Excluding Certain Work- 
ers From Provisions of Labor 
Standards Act. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (AP).— 
The American Newspaper Guild 
filed a brief with the Wage-Hour 
Administration yesterday against 
the proposed exclusion of certain 
newspaper workers from the cover 
age of the Labor Standards Act. 

The guild said many employer or- 
ganizations were attempting to 
have the division interpret the 
act to eliminate many workers, 
especially white collar workers and 
those receiving an average of $150 
a month or more. 

Replying to a memorandum BY | spo 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, A. J. Isserman, 
guild attorney, argued that news- 
papers workers did not fit the 
board’s descripton of professional 
workers and therefore should be 
covered by the act. He also con- 
tended that the industry was not 
mainly a service industry of intra- 
state character, but depended vital- 
ly on interstate commerce for news, 
advertising and distribution. 

Of bills proposed in Congress to 
narrow the application of the act, 
Isserman said, “All of them weak- 
en the law, lessen the protection ‘t 
extends, without rhyme or reason.”

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, after a tour of inspection of the de- 
a tour which extended itself to ad-

This, of course, 
involves a certain amount of co-operation from neighboring nations, 
especially if the defense zone is to cover a radius of 600 miles, as 


reported. 

The basic considerations affect- 
ing the defense of the Panama Ca- 
nal are not generally understood 
by the pubic at large. The canal 
is hardly likely to be attacked by 
a great overseas expeditionary 
force. In the Pacific it is much too 
far from any base possessed by 
any major power capable of land- 
ing such an attack. In the Atlan- 
tic, the distances are less, though 
still prohibitive for practical pur- 

and the canal is covered by 
ur naval control over the en- 
trances to the Caribbean Sea, 
which, in the strategical sense is 
rapidly being converted into an 
American lake. In any case the 
garrison and defenses of the canal, 
even now, are such that to promise 
success an expedition of this sort 
would have to be a major effort, 
involving large numbers of troops 
and ships, a strong supporting air 
force and, above all, naval control 
of the ocean across which it was 
launched. Lacking such control, 
no general staff in its senses would 
ink of risking anything of the 
sort. 


Defense A Surprise. 
Attack in force being out of the 
question, it follows that the major 
premise of canal defense must be 
defense against surprise. Here it 
may be remarked that no attack on 
the canal of any sort is likely to be 
made with the object of getting 
possession of it and using it. In the 
first place, it is difficult to see 
what use could be made of the 
canal by any foreign power that 
would justify the risk involved. In 
the second place, the canal being 
much closer to the seat of our na- 
tional power than to any other, if 
were taken it could probably not 


t 
*. held, nor its uninterrupted use 


enjoyed. In the third place if about 
to be overwhelmed our garrison 
would hardly be kind enough to 
leave the canal in working order to 
fall into enemy hands. Now if the 
canal is attacked the object will be 
the interruption ef traffic through 
it, probably the / interruption of 
American naval traffic, and if the 
attempt is made it must be made 
by surprise. 

Now the defense against surprise 
of an immovable object, lying well 
outside the national boundaries, is 

complicated and difficult busi- 

ess. First of all, it confines the 
defenders to a more or less static 
attitude, at least until some hostile 
action manifests itself. It aban- 
dons the initiative to the enemy; 
the first move is his. The best that 
can be done is to provide against 
every contingency that can be fore- 
seen, and then hope that no enemy 
thinks of something we have not 
provided against. Only when the 
enemy has shown his hand or at 
least played his first card, can we 
take the offensive and begin our 
counteraction. 


Possible Kinds of Action. 

So far as may be foreseen, the 
means by which the canal may be 
attacked by surprise, with a view

re: 1 Sabotage or the action of 
secret agents. 2. Naval bombard- 
ment of the locks. 3. Raiding par- 
ties. 4. Air attack. 

Defense against sabotage and 
secret agents is a matter of eternal 
vigilance, of guarding vital points, 
of keeping watch on suspicious 
characters, of controlling and 
guarding rigidly the movements of 
foreign ships through the canal. 
This is being done, and done ef- 
ficiently. No such system is invul- 
nerable, human ingenuity and hu- 
man frailty being what they are;

Defense against naval bombard- 
ment of the locks is provided by 
long-range guns, bombing planes 
and submarines, It is unlikely that 
any Admiral would risk his expen- 
sive and unreplaceable battleships 
within reach of these weapons on 
the off chance of damaging a lock; 
still less likely that the attempt 
would succeeed if made.

Penetration of Man- 
nerheim Line May 
Mean Vital Change 
in Finnish War. 


By T. R. YBARRA 


F the penetration of Finland’s 

powerful Mannerheim line of 

fortifications by the armies of 
Soviet Russia proves to be com- 
plete, the Finnish-Russian war will 
enter a new phase. From a fron- 
tier war it will turn to a life and 
death struggle for the Finns, 
fought far within their frontiers. 

Unless effective help comes from 
foreign countries, this new phase 
of Finland’s battle tor freedom 
against fearful odds may seal the 
doom of that little nation. If, on 
the other hand, it brings to the 
Finns outside help, it may mark 
the turning point of their war from 
the gloom of impending disaster to 
the radiance of dawning triumph. 
it may hurl Stalin’s invading hordes 
back to the Russia whence they 
came and thus keep proudly flying 
over Finnish cities and villages the 
flag of free Finland. 


Frontier Phase of War. 


As long as the Finns held the 
Mannerheim line, as long as they 
stood off and threw back Russian 
threats to the north of that forti- 
fied zone, their war remained es- 
sentially a frontier war. The Man- 
nerheim line, built across the Kare- 
lian Isthmus between Lake Ladoga 
and the Gulf of Finland, kept the 
invading Russians pressed close to 
the Finnish-Russian border. 

Until they secured for themselves 
a firm foothold among the maze of 
concrete redoubts and pill boxes of 
the Finnish defensive system the 
Russians were forced to fight only 
a few miles from their own soil. 
Few Finnish towns of any import- 
ance fell to them beyond Terijoki, 
seat of the Finnish puppet govern- 
ment, set up by Stalin shortly after 
the outbreak of hostilities.. 

North of the Karelian Isthmus, 
Russian thrusts at the beginning 
of the war aimed at driving a 
wedge across Finland and securing 
footholds there for more ambitious 
operations deep within Finnish ter- 
ritory. But these thrusts, bloodily 
repulsed by the Finns in battles 
conspicuous for the admirable 
strategy behind them. never defin- 
itely took from the fighting its 
frontier character. It was soon rel- 
egated to the Finnish- Russian 
boundary. 

At some points, indeed, the Finns 
actually crossed the boundary and 
engaged the Russians on their own 
soil. For a while, invading Finnish 
detachments menaced the vital rail- 
way line connecting Russia proper 
with Murmansk and other strategic 
points in the Far North. At times 
they were even reported to have 
cut this line. 


Radical Change in Conflict. 

Eventually these venturesome 
squads returned to Finnish terri- 
tory, having done all the damage 
possible to their enemy’s lines of 
communication. 


Strung out among frozen lakes 
and waterways, the Finnish north- 
ern armies warily watched the Rus- 
sians, guarding their side of the 
border, or precariously dug in on 
the Finnish side. Both along the 
Mannerheim line in the south and 
all the way from Lake Ladoga to 
the Arctic port of Petsamo in the 
North, the Finnish-Russian strug- 
gle again’ became a frontier war. 
But if the Finns have definitely 
lost the Mannerheim line, the posi- 
tion will be radically changed. 

From Viipuri (Viborg), Finland's 
third city, now a ghostly place of 
solitude and ruin just behind the 
Karelian fortified zone, the Rus-

The ‘danger of another Arab re- 
bellion in the Holy Land, with 
German backing, is given as 
one of the immediate reasons for 
the British Government’s drastic 
action in curtailing the transfer 
of land from Arabs to Jews in a 
large part of Palestine. 

Although Palestine at the mo- 
ment is quieter than it has been 
for years, those responsible for 
British policy there feel that an- 


other rebellion is almost bound to 
eccur unless something definite is 
done to placate the Arab popula- 
tion. In time of war, and particu- 
larly when the Near East threat- 
ens to become a theater of active 
operations, it is felt that such an 
outbreak would be intglerable. 
Finally, in taking this definite step 
to curb expansion of the Jewish 
national home, the authorities point 
to the fact that every commission 
which has investigated the Pales- 
tine question has invariably recom- 
mended restrictions on the indis- 
criminate transfer of land from 
the Arab population to the Jews. 


Long-Term Policy. 


Back of these immediate con- 
siderations lies the long-term pol- 
icy of the Government, according 
to which Palestine is to be re- 
served for both Arabs and Jews 
and is not to be allowed to be ab- 
sorbed entirely by Jews. This pol- 
icy was openly avowed in a White 
Paper published May 18, 1939. 

While there are now about 
1,200,000 Arabs and only about 
500,000 Jews in Palestine today, 
British experts calculate that, as 
things have gone to date, the Arab 
population would be bound to be- 
come a minority. According to 
these calculations, the Arab popu- 
lation will continue to increase at 
a slightly greater rate than the 
Jewish population for a further 
eight years, after which the Jew- 
ish population, which is compara- 
tively younger, will achieve a 
greater rate of increase. Conse- 
quently, the British do not feel 
that the Arab population can be 
saved from virtual extermination 
unless it is given some definite 
guarantee of a place in which to 
live undisturbed. 

Palestine is divided into three 
areas for purposes of present re- 
strictions. In “Area A,” which 
comprises a large part of Pales- 
tine’s léss fertile hill country, land 
transfers will be completely pro- 
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hibited until further notice. In 
“Area B” they will be subject to 
restrictions and, in practice, will 
generally be prohibited. In the 
third area, which includes nearly 
all of the highly fertile maritime 
plain, and in all municipal areas 
land sales may continue. Restric- 
tions will be effective retroactively 
to May 18, 1939. 


Government Criticised. 


As was expected by the authori- 
ties, the announcement of the Gov- 
ernment’s plan brought a storm 


of abuiie from all sides and a repe- 
tition of the charge that the Brit- 
ish Government has not observed 
the tems of its mandate over 
Palestine, According to Article VI 
of the mandate, the British admin- 
istration is charged with facilitat- 
ing Jewish immigration to Pales- 
tine urider suitable conditions and 
with eacouraging the close settle- 
ment of Jews on the land. Now, as 
on similar occasions in the past, 
the Gewernment stresses another 
part of Article VI which states 
that rights and position of other 
section of the population are not 
prejudiced.” 

Particularly bitter complaints are 
being (lirected against the Govern- 
ment for taking the present step 
withouf first consulting and obtain- 
ing th? approval of the Perma- 
nent Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations. This commis- 
sion, incidentally, decided last year 
by four votes to three that the pol- 
icy set forth in last year’s White 
Paper ‘was not in accordance with 
the teims of Britains mandate 
over Palestine.

HE traffic on Clayton road just west 

of the city limits is probably the 
heaviest in St. Louis County. The traf- 
fic-actuated signals at De Mun and Clay- 
ton road have been intended to control 
traffic efficiently, but the presence of a 
left-turn lane may prove to be a 
hindrance. 

By mere inspection, one can see that 
the traffic from the express highway, 
which is connected directly to Clayton 
road, is “bottle-necked” to a mere two 
lanes. Furthermore, the traffic is cut 
down to less than two lanes at De Mun 
because of the presence of the left-turn 
lane.

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X ATTACK ON CONSERVATION, 
structural improvement in its State Government in 
the last dozen years. That came four years ago, when 
the voters of the State took the law-making power 
into their own hands through the initiative and res- 
cued wildlife conservation from the legislators and 
politicians. Thanks to that change, long-neglected 
conservation is now being carried forward on a sei- 
entific, non-political basis under the protection of 
a State constitutional amendment. 

It would seem that anything so beneficial to all 
Missouri as restoration of the wildlife for which 
the State was once famous would have unanimous 
support. And yet we find that the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission and the constitutional amend- 
ment on which the commission is founded are both 
under fire. 

Who is leading the attack? The organization 
which has been formed to conduct a campaign 
of opposition is called the Farmers’ and Sportsmen's 
Alliance. The name would seem to suggest a rank- 
and-file movement in rural Missouri against the Con- 
servation Commission and its purposes. This, how- 
ever, should mot be taken for granted, inasmuch as 
the temporary chairman of the organization is a 
Lake of the Ozarks resort owner, one W. C. Cain of 
Sedalia. 

But even though the organization were made up 
of resort owners more interested in immediate finan- 
cial profit than long-range conservation—and Mr. 
Cain says only 1 per cent are resort owners—this 
opposition is not to be taken too lightly. The new 
group has announced the circulation of recall peti- 
tions, which, if signed by enough voters, would put 
the question of abolishing the amendment on the 
ballot this November. 

This opposition is a mistake by any test. In the 
first place, the charge that the commission is die- 
tatorial in its rulings and not amenable to reasoned 
suggestions from farmers and sportsmen simply does 
not hold water. 

All. rulings and regulations are based on advices 
from the field—from first-hand investigation by the 
commission’s representatives and from local wild- 
life conservationists who are supporting the restora- 
tion of wildlife in rural Missouri. When the Legis- 
lature made all the regulations, they were irrevoc- 
able, regardless of game conditions. Now that they 
are set by the commission, they can be changed as 
the situation makes desirable. 

But if the commission were doing a bad job instead 
of a good one, this still would not be the time to 
abolish it and to go back to the old political mis- 
management of wildlife conservation. It still would 
be the machinery for improvement. After all, the 
commission has been in operation for only a season 
or two. It should be allowed time to show what it 
can do. 

Members of the Farmers’ and Sportsmen’s Alliance 
should ask themselves what it is that they want. 

Do they want to develop the wildlife resources 
of Missouri as Pennsylvania, New York, Wisconsin 
and many other states have done under scientific, 
non-political management of hunting and fishing 
seasons? 

Do they want to repopulate the Ozark upland with 
the wild creatures which throve in its hills and 
valleys before virtually uncontrolled hunting and 
fishing reduced them almost to extinction? 

Or do they, if they are resort owners and should 
be addressed in terms of profits from hunting and 
fishing, want to forfeit a profitable future business 
for immediate gain? Do they see wildlife only in 
terms of the current season or as a great State asset, 
capable, when restored, of bringing millions of dol- 
lars into Missouri every year? 
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WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY’S FAULTY ELEVATORS. 

Washington University’s financial difficulties, se- 
rious though they are, do not justify its failure 
to comply with safety regulations for elevators in 
its downtown rental property. The Cupples block 
and other real estate owned by the university do 
not bring the revenue they once did, and yet if the 
university operates these buildings at all, it should 
do so with elementary safety regulations observed. 

That was demonstrated with tragic definiteness 
last week when Robert C. Griser, 18 years old—the 
age of many of Washington University’s students— 
fell to his death from the third floor to the base- 
ment in one of the university's buildings. Inter- 
locking safety devices were not in working order on 
the elevators,” read the news item. 

This holds for not only Washington University 
but all owners of property which use elevators. Few 
things are taken for granted more than the safety 
of elevators in this day of high buildings. People 
enter them in hotels, in office buildings, in depart- 
ment stores, with no more thought than they give 
to breathing. Safety is assumed. 

The City of St. Louis takes a serious responsibil- 
ity upon itself when it allows long-continued opera- 
tion on conditional permits. One purpose of period- 
ic inspection is to disclose defects. Another is to 
ascertain whether safety orders have been carried 
out and if necessary to compel compliance as a pro- 
tection of life and limb. 3 

WHAT’S IN A DEGREE? 

Has higher education in America degenerated to 
the level of mere degree-chasing? Do our young men 
and women go to college simply for the social pres- 
tige accruing from the right to place two capital 
letters with periods after their names? 

Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, believes this to be the case and 
repeats a remedy he has been suggesting for years. 
He proposes that colleges award the A.B. degree at 
the end of the sophomore year, so that students who 
are interested in the social prestige of the degree 
can get out and leave the field clear to students 
with the iftellectual curiosity requisite to advanced 
study. 

Something has been accomplished in this direc- 
tion already, of course. The so-called finishing 
schools divert a considerable number of girl stu- 
dents who have no irresistible urge to understand 
Greek, analytical geometry or the philosophic origins 
of modern humanism. Likewise, a large number 
of students who enroll for the prestige value of a 
college education automatically disappear after a 
year or two, quite satisfied with a knowledge of 
the alma mater’s football songs and the acquisi- 
tion of a fraternity or sorority pin. 

So it ig doubtful whether Dr. Hutchins’ plan 
would do much good, For the modern college 
means more than merely an education—it is also 
a way of life. As long as there are visions of fair 
co-eds, of convivial fellowship in fraternity or room- 


ing houses, of ivy-covered buildings beckoning from

In Only One Phase, the Naval, Have Losses 
Exceeded Those of Previous One—Ave- 
rage of 6000 Tons a Day Sunk.

The European war is six months old tomorrow. Germany invaded 


Poland on Sept. 1, Britain and France declared war on Germany on 
Sept. 3. | 

Britain and France have fought a war of attrition against Ger- 
many, hemming her in and hurting her economically; as long as this 
goes on, they feel they are winning. So far, Germany also has waited. 

In one phase—the war on Allied and neutral merchant shipping— 
the current conflict is running ahead of the World War, a daily 
average of about 6000 tons having been sunk as compared with about 
4500 in the World War.

A greater interest in the educa- 
tion of adults in public affairs on 
the part of public schools and uni- 
versities was urged by Dr. E. W.

“To me the apathy of some pub- 
lic school men and certain universi- 
ties in the face of the pressing need 
is appalling,” Dr. Balduf said. “The 
way of salvation for democracy is 
still open, but it can only be kept 
open if the forum movement and 
all other movements for the mass 
education of adults are given wider 
scope. 

“The city of St. Louis, I under- 
stand, does not have citywide 
forums at which a cross-section of 
the public can discuss local prob- 
lems of either a controversial or 
non-controversial character,” he 
added. “This makes it easy for 
public officials to keep the public’s 
nose out of their handling of the 
public’s business. 

“I will venture to say that if the 
conduct of public education in this 
city had been the subject of public 
discussion and scrutiny the last 
few years, we would not now be 
reading of the irregularities, reai 
and alleged, which are filling the 
daily press. 

J envisage the day when every 
superintendent of schools will need 
to know a great deal about adult 
education and will be as much con- 
cerned about providing ways and 
means for the education of the 
adults of his community in public 
affairs as he is in providing means 
for the education of children. 

“I envisage the day when every 

State university not only will grap- 
ple with research problems in the 
adult education field but also will 
reach out over the state and stimu- 
late and help organize adult educa- 
tion enterprise.” 

In the last seven years, he said, 
the public forums at Des Moines, 
in which an attempt is made to 
bring about dispassionate and 
thoughtful consideration of public 
affairs, had “given a large propor- 
tion of Des Moines citizens the ca- 
pacity to sit and listen to the other 
side of a heated question without 
having their blood-pressure suffi- 
ciently disturbed to interfere with 
the processes of rational and ob- 
jective discussion.” 

“The growth of the forum move- 
ment alone bears witness to the 
fact that an increasing number of 
professional educators, leaders of 
thought and average citizens is 
convinced of the effectiveness of 
the discussion method as a means 
of educating the masses of the peo- 
ple in public affairs,” Dr. Balduf 
said.

Pupils Tell Teachers What 


in Education 


Training for Jobs Emphasized in Panel Dis- 
cussion Conducted on Lines of 
Broadcast. 


Educators here for the even- 
tieth annual convention of the 
American Association of School 
Administrat@rs have spent most of 
their time listening to one another 
talk about the problems of youth 
and the responsibilities of teachers 
in a democracy. They listened to 
the views of youth itself on these 
matters at a demonstration class 
at Municipal Auditorium yesterday 
in which members of the twelfth 
grade of the Maplewood-Richmond 
Heights High School participated. 

Twenty students, their chairs ar- 
ranged in class room order, sat on 
the stage of Assembly Hall No. 3 
and listened with critical attention 
to speeches by four of their num- 
ber. An elected student chairman, 
Sam Pollard, introduced the speak- 
ers and conducted the meeting. 

The boys in suit jackets and 
neckties sat straight up on their 
chairs, and the girls in sweaters 
and skirts crossed their feet decor- 
ously on the floor. 

Like a Radio Broadcast. 

The basis of the discussion was 
a Town Meeting of the Air” broad- 
cast for Feb. 8, on which experts 
discussed economic and educational 
problems of youth. The class had 
heard a transcription of this broad- 
cast the day before. 

Several times the audience in- 

terrupted to applaud such a senti- 
ment as, “Our forefathers, too, 
faced economic uncertainty. We 
must show ourselves to be their 
worthy sons.” A quick-witted 
young orator, startled by a photog- 
rapher’s flash bulb, saved the sit- 
uation with the remark, “Perhaps 
that will throw some light on the 
subject.” 
Dick Heilbron, the first speaker, 
suggested that a great deal of 
“bunk” was spoken these days 
about the limitations of economic 
opportunity. “What the country 
needs is entrepreneurs of courage 
and imagination,” he said. He cited 
the recent growth of the aviation, 
air-conditioning and plastics indus- 
tries. “It is the job of education,” 
Heilbron said, “to furnish these 
men of vision and ability to the 
nation.”

A more somber picture was paint- 
Leland Wallace, who de- 
scribed the economic situation of 
those high school graduates, four- 
fifths, he said of the total number, 
who could not hope to go to col- 
lege. “These young people,” he 
said, “are little prepared to face 
the sudden test of life.” He rec- 
ommended intensified vocational 
training in high school and a closer 
understanding between schools and 
employers; so that graduates may 
leave school specifically prepared 
for “a job worth doing.” The 
problem,” Wallace said, “can be 
solved only by community co-oper- 
ation.” 


Miss Jean Bugg spoke briefly of 
the problems of young women ia 
school and society. She said teach- 
ers should put more emphasis on. 
developing the personality of stu- 
dents and their capacity for deai- 
ing with controversial issues of 
the day. It was now possible, she 
said, for women to compete in many 
commercial fields on an equal basis 
with men. 


“Spoiling Initiative.” 


“The Government is spoiling the 
initiative of American youth,” ar- 
gued Edward Garnholz. He urged 
a return to self-reliance, “We have,” 
he said, “the best schools, the best 
libraries in the world. Every chance 
is given us. If the individual can- 
not raise himself above the mass, it 
is his own fault. What are young 
men doing with their opportuni- 
ties?” 

At the end of the set speeches, 
questions were asked by members 
of the class and later from the 
floor. Members of the panel of stu- 


dents showed a ready wit under 
this quizzing. Questions were an- 
swered or parried with logical skill. 
From time to time in the heated 
discussion slight errors of fact 
cropped up. At one stage, for ex- 
ample, the term “labor union” was 
used freely to mean the sort of 
compulsory labor service now in 
force in Germany. Educators pres- 
ent found little to criticise in the 
earnestness and skill of the young

Mollett of the pharmacy school, 
and N. J. Lennes, mathematics pro- 
fesso1’. 

The board said in a statement;

180,000 CHILD DEATHS A YEAR 
PREVENTABLE, SCIENTIST SAYS 


Duke University Man Asserts 37 
Conditions Cause 56 Per Cent 
of National Toll. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 29 (AP). — At 
least 180,000 American children die 
each year from preventable causes, 
the Journal of the American Med- 

ical Association reported today. 

A survey by Dr. Wilburt C. Davi- 
son of Durham, N. C. of the Duke 
University School of Medicine,. said 
that three-fourths of the 250,000 an- 
nual deaths of children “can and 
should be prevented.” 

“Whether the cost is borne by 
taxation, private or local charity, 
prevention is the most important 
phase of pediatrics and should be 
extended both by gentral practi- 
tioners and pediatricians,” he con- 
cluded. 

The 87 conditions which cause 56 
per.cent of the total annual deaths 
among children “will be prevented 
if the public is educated” to utilize 
the resources of medicine, Dr. Da- 
vison said, 

Deaths can be reduced greatly, 
he said, by better care during preg- 
nancy and after birth to prevent 
prematurity, birth injuries, suffoca- 


ition, impetigo (a skin disease) and

sive charges to destroy it. Since 
there are now three regiments of 
infantry in the canal garrison, this 
does not seem a promising method 
of attack, 
Question of Air Attack. 
Remains air attack. To inter- 
rupt traffic through the canal by 
bombing both channels one of the 
locks must be destroyed, or a spill- 
way dam must be blasted open to 
let the water out of Gatun Lake. 
This.is not a matter of a raiding 
plane with two or three bombs, It 
is a matter of enough planes to 
produce a sufficient concentration 
ef fire to destroy massive concrete 
ctures, which are less injured 
by the detonation of high explosives 
against them in the open air than 
many persons imagine. A consid- 
erable force of bombing planes, 
and fighter planes to protect them, 
would be needed. Of course, a 
lucky hit might disable a lock gate, 
but two gates, one in each channel, 
would have to be destroyed to stop 
traffic and then the operation 
would have to be repeated when the 
spare gates which are available 
had been put in place. 
All this means that an air at- 
tack on the canal, if it hopes for 
cess, must be in strength. It 
must be launched from an aircraft 
carrier or carriers, or from a land 
base within striking distance. Car- 
riers cannot easily approach the 
canal undetected, are very vulnera- 
ble, could hardly hope to penetrate 
the Caribbean on one side, and 
would be an enormous distance 
from any conceivable base on the 
other (Pacific) side. A land air 
base would have to be established 
in the territory of some Latin 
American state. Such a base capa- 
ble of serving the number of air- 
craft needed for an attack on the 
canal would be difficult to conceal, 
and would itself be vulnerable to 
attack by our long-range bombers, 
once it was detected. We are well 
ugh served this part of the 
ld to render it improbable that 
a large number of bombing air- 
craft, with all their personnel, fuel, 
bombs and supplies, could be 
brought together at.any point with- 
in striking distance of the canal 
and we need not be informed of the 
fact that the closer relations we 
maintain with the canal’s neigh- 
bors, the safer we shall be. 
“improbable” and “unlikely” are 
dangerous words. They do not 
imply absolute security. 


Warning Net Needed. 


herefore, the canal must still be 

ediately defended against air 
attack by anti-aircraft artillery 
and by pursuit aviation. The ef- 
fectiveness of these weapons de- 
pends almost altogether on the 
amount of warning they receive. 
This requires a warning net, and 
the effectiveness of a warning net 
depends in turn, very largely, on 
the distances of its outlying listen- 
ing posts from the point to be de-

In the North, probably, it will be 
the same sort of thing. With the 
Mannerheim line gona, it is obvious 
that the Finnish high command 
will need every available soldier 
to protect the road to Helsinki and 
the heart of the country. 

That will doubtless mean the 
withdrawal of some of those Finn- 
ish forces in Northern Finland 
which, in the early part of the war, 
wiped out several Russian divisions 
and barred the way to Russian in- 
vasion. If the defenders of the 
North are thus depleted, the Rus-

The 
usual method for making the Par- 
ker House is to roll the dough out 
flat and cut it into rounds with a 
biscuit cutter. Brush each circle 
with melted butter, then crease in 
the middle with the handle of a 
knife, and fold the top over double. 
And if you have the dough rolled 
out, there are all sorts of other 
tricks to try. Cut the dough into 
triangular pieces and roll them up, 
starting at the bottom of the tri- 
angle and rolling toward the point.

BRITISH SH 
IN WORSE POSTION 
THANINLAST WA 


Marine Must Have Great- 
er Government Aid. 


LONDON, Feb. 29 (AP). — Sir 
Philhp Haldin, president of the 
Chamber of Shipping, told that or- 
ganization today that British mer- 
chant shipping is in a far worse 
position than in the last war. 

He blamed Government “indif- 
ference,” asserting that it is “as 
plain as a pikestaff that Great 
Britain's shrunken mercantile ma- 
rine will be inadequate at the end 
of the war without greater Gov- 
ernment aid. 

This country cannot exist with- 
out a strong mercantile marine,” 
Sir Phillip warned. 

Noting that Britain is paying 
higher rates for neutral tonnage 
than for controlled British ships, 
thus enabling foreign ship owners 
to build reserves, he said increased 
Government aid was imperative 
“now and in the future” or “our 
mercantile marine will sink to the 
level of a third-rate Power.” 

Lord Essendon, chairman of 
Furness, Withy & Co., Ltd., and 
other British shipping firms, said 
the controlled rate for British ships 
from the River Plate was 43 shil- 
lings (about $8.60) a ton, while 
Britain was paying 130 shillings 
(about $26) to neutral owners for 
the same service, 

“These figures provide some in- 
dication of the benefits which for- 
eign ship owners are obtaining 
and of the strength of the rod 
which is being created with which 
to beat British tramp ship owners 
in the future,” he said.

Less Than Third of Daylight Hours Had Sun- 


shine, 


Records of Weather 


Bureau Show. 


Of all the dismal Februaries en- 
tered in records of the St. Louis 


Weather Bureau, this month has 
been the most dreary. with the sun 
shining less than a third of the 
daylight hours.” 

On the average through the 46 
years for which these records have 
been kept, there has been sunshine 
during at least 50 per cent of Feb- 
ruary'’s daytime, but this month the 
sun was able to break through the 
clouds, fog and smoke only 28 per 
cent of the daylight hours. 

There were only four days the 
bureau could conscientiously classi- 
fy as clear. The rest were cloudy 
or partly cloudy. Smoke palls 
shrouded the city on 18 days. Four 
of the palls were classed as thick, 
the others, moderate. 

Today is the last day of the win- 
ter, according to the meteorologists 
way of keeping records, and that is 
cause for rejoicing, says Forecaster 
W. J. Moxom. 

Cold, Drab, Dark Winter. 

The winter, comprising Decem- 
ber, January and February, was 
cold, drab, dark, and at times 
slushy, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. Snow or ice covered the 
ground from Dec. 23 through most 
of January, but the precipitation 
for the season was below normal. 

The weather, as a whole, was 


definite 


The most unusual feature of this 
winter, Moxom thinks, is the rec- 
ord low river stages. Since Sep-. 
19, the river has been below zero 
on the gauge, and never before has 
there been such a small amount of 
water flowing in front of St. Louis, 
Moxom asserted. The record low cf 
minus 6.1 feet was reached Jan. 16. 

The slow thaws have provided ex- 
cellent top-soil moisture, assuring 
excellent vegetation this spring. 
the forecaster added, although 
there must be plentiful rains the 
next few months to soak the sub- 
soil and offset the serious drouth 
of last fall, he said. 

Meteorologists start their spring 
tomorrow, the astronomers March 
21. But St. Louisans have noticed 
signs of approaching 
spring. The days are getting long- 
er, at a rate of three minutes a 
day now, and suburbanites have 
been hearing the hopeful early- 
morning twittering of birds. Orni- 
thologists report it is still too early 
for the arrival of song birds from 
the South, but agree that warmer 
veather has spurred the winter 
resident birds into greater activity. 
These include the snow birds, tree 
sparrows, cardinals, woodpeckers 
and chick-a-dees. And a woman on

Proper Care of Eyebrows

RE you one of those women 
Apne so dread eyebrow trimming 
that you sacrifice face beauty 


‘rather than tweeze the stragglers? 


Well why not learn how to groom 
your eyebrows properly and pain- 
lessly? f 

The current vogue for natural - 
looking eyebrows helps a lot. No 
longer is it smart to pluck away 
to a mere hairline of an arch. 
The upper line of your brows gives 
your face muah of its individuality 
so do not attempt to change it. 
Simply keep it free of hairs grow- 
ing above it. 

Naturally the plucking job is 
easier if you have an efficient pair 
of tweezers, one which will grip 
each hair firmly and pull it out 
quickly. If you are to buy a new 
pair look at the kind with the scis- 
sors handle. When these are cor- 
rectly held they give you an un- 
obstructed view of your brow. 

Before you start tweezing, ap- 
ply to your brows a cloth dipped 
in hot water and hold it there for 
a minute or two. This opens the 
pores and lessens the pain of pull- 
ing. Cream rubbed on the brows 
before the steaming, also helps. 

Remove all cream, brow coloring 
or dust before you tweeze by wash- 
ing the brows with a bit of cotton 
dampened with alcohol. Sterilize 
your tweezers in the alcohol too for 
precautions against any slight in- 
fection. | 1 

When you pull, grasp the hair 
tightly at the root and pull quickly 
in the direction which the hair 


grows. Clean out the stragglers 
below the arch of your brow but 
do not atiempt to thin out heavy, 
thick eyebrows unless they are too 
bushy to be beautiful.

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The length of time the meat has 
been hung, the amount of fat and 
the shape of the roast itself, all af- 


paratively short time. The more 
fat, the longer the time for heat 


ness” throughout the roast. On the 
other hand, if the roast is seared 
at a high temperature and the 
cooking finished at a lower degree, 
there will be both well-done and 
rare meat, which may suit the 
tastes of the family. There will 
be also a crisping of the fat which 
many of us like. It has been found, 
however, that searing does not pre- 
serve the juices which influence fla- 
vor. It has also been found that 
it does not matter whether or not 
you salt the meat before or after 
you cook it, and if the meat is put 
fat side up, it is not necessary to 
baste it. There is one very impor- 
tant matter which ever method you 
use for roasting, and that is to use 
an uncovered pan. The one excep- 
tion is in the case of veal, which 
is low in fat. 

The use of a meat thermometer 
which is inserted into the meat will 
insure consistent results for roast- 
ing. It should read 140 degrees for 
rare beef, 160 degrees for medium, 


and 180 degrees for well done. The 


readings should be 165 degrees for 
veal, 180 degrees for lamb and 185 
degrees for pork. For ham the ther- 
mometer should read 160 degrees. 
There is just one more point to re- 
member and that is that meat con- 
tinues cooking after it is removed 
from the oven, and if it is not to be 
served immediately for any reason, 
allowance should be made for this. 

While it is difficult to give accu- 
rate directions for the length of 
time required for cooking ary roast, 
we find that 18 to 30 minutes per 
pound should be allowed for beef, 
depending upon the preference for 
rare or well-done meat. Small 
roasts and rolled roasts will need 
a longer time per pound than oth- 
ers. Thirty to 35 minutes per 
pound should be allowed for lamb, 
veal and pork. 

Recent developments in the prep- 
arations of hams for market allow 
us to bake those which have been 
subjected to a tenderizing process 
without previous boiling and with 
an allowance of only minutes 
to the pound. Hams of this sort 
carry directions for cooking with 
them. They generally demand 
roasting in an open pan, covered 
only with wax paper. The roasting 
is done at a low temperature, 300 
degrees Fahrenheit, during the 
whole period. An hour before the 
ham is done, it should be removed 
from the oven in order to remove 
the rind and to cover it with a 
glaze of some sort, such as is used 
for boiled hams before the final 
baking.

The meat may be roasted at 
the constant temperature of 350 
degrees Fahrenheit if desired. In 
this case, if the meat is not browned 
enough, increase heat during last 
hour of cooking.
